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Sportsmanship Lacking 


UTMB students should be ashamed of some 
of the conduct that was displayed Saturday after¬ 
noon at the Vol-Florence State game. 

In the first place our school spirit was not 
up to par. Not nearly all of the students in the 
stands were yelling with the cheerleaders or 
making any attempt at all to support the team. 

And frequently when some groups did decide 
to yell it seems they preferred their own origin¬ 
ality to the familiar yells that the cheerleaders 
led. Their cheers were not usually in the best 
taste. 

Some fans showed little respect for the of¬ 
ficials of the game. For instance when the 
scorekeeper failed to give us one of two points 
we deserved, students in the crowd yelled “You 
fool,” “You idiot," and similar phrases that 
are unprintable. The point is that these yells 
did much more harm than they did good. Sure, 
we finally got the point, but it was not until an 
announcer in the press box called the official’s 
attention to the error.

and bermuda shorts. 

During this time rescue 
squads and the Coast Guard 
were searching the shores with 
no results. About 10 p.m. 
the storm was so severe that 
all boats had to return to their 
home docks. 

The night passed slowly and 
about 2 a.m. Andy finally fell 
asleep in a pile of brush. In 
about an hour he was awakened 
by the sound of motors. Boats 
were dragging up and down the 
shores, believing Andy had 
drowned. The Coast Guard had 
given up, leaving only the drag¬ 
ging crews. 

Finally at 7:30 a.m. a small 
boat spotted a green towel which 
Andy had hung in a tree. Andy 
said that he had never seen any¬ 
thing so beautiful as that boat 
coming toward him. 

After his rescue Andy said, 
"The coffee I drank'ht the boat 
dock may have burned all 
the way down, but It was the best 
I have ever tasted.” 

He said that he had no de¬ 
sire to play Robinson Crusoe 
again — with or without Friday.

“I was very shocked to find 
that some people there thought 
Tennesseans went barefoot, 
wore blue jeans and smoked 
com cob pipes.” 

Cindy Wilson, a UTMB jun¬ 
ior from Whitehaven who spent 
last year studying in France, 
found this conception one of the 
most unusual she encountered. 

Cindy, along with 120 other 
American students, attended the 
Insltltue for American Uni¬ 
versities in Alx-de-Provence, 
France. The school has been 
set up to provide American stu¬ 
dents the opportunity to study 
abroad at the same cost of an 
average American college edu¬ 
cation while gaining trans¬ 
ferable credit. 

The small town In which 
Cindy lived was near the Riv¬ 
iera and also near the foot 
hills of the Alps. The town 
has been known for centeries 
by the exquisite fountains built 
there by Romans. Cindy, who 
lived with a French family while 
there, observed that the people 
are basically the same as we. 
“They have the same desires, 
needs, and fears; only a few 
of our beliefs vary,” Cindy 
said. 

As far as schooling was 
concerned, English was taught 
in English and French in 
French. Other courses such as 
history and art were taught 
in English first semester and 
in French secoriB semester. 
Cindy said that the school was 
basically for F-rench and po¬ 
litical science majors, hence, 
no specific courses were of¬ 
fered in home economics, her 
major. To solve this problem 
Cindy went to a French cook¬ 
ing school where she took foods 
courses. Students at the Insti¬ 
tute for American Universities 
were required to take a course 
at the Foreign Institute during 
the second semester to improve 
their French. 

Schooling was only one facet 
for learning; routine living 
taught many lessons. Cindy 
found it odd that all businesses 
with the exception of the post 
office closed every day between 
12:00 noon and 2:00 p.m. It 
was also peculiar that the wo¬ 
men shopped at least once dally 
and usually twice due to the 
lack refrigeration. Instead of 
buying preserved foods, the wo¬ 
men purchase fresh vegetables 
and meats. In off seasons veg¬ 
etables are shipped from 
Africa. 

A chicken may be bought 
in three different states, Cindy 
commented. Madame may buy 
the chicken live and have it 
killed while she waits; she may 
buy it freshly killed with head, 
entrails and feet; or she may 
buy it freshly killed with head, 
entrails and feet removed. All 
meats and vegetables are bought 
on the open air market. 

During vacations from 
school, Cindy traveled through 


nine European countries by var¬ 
ious means. She journeyed by 
plane, ship, car, train, bus and 
she hitchhiked. Cindy, who is 
every bit a proper young lady, 
explained that in Europe women 
hitchhikers are socially and 
morally acceptable. At any 
rate, she saw parts of Holland, 
Belgium, England, France, 
Spain, Portugal, Italy, Switzer¬ 
land, Austria and Germany. 

While in Germany, she had 
the privilege of visiting East 
and West Berlin. She stated 
that Berlin is her favorite city 
because it mixes the most mod¬ 
ern with the most ancient. Cin¬ 
dy noted that in West Berlin 
there were “wonderful recrea¬ 
tional and cultural facilities” 
and that the people were quite 
friendly. She enjoyed plays, 
concerts and night life there. 
However, In East Berlin Cindy 
saw the exact opposite- 
humility, supressed will and 
ruins. 

When asked if she had trou- 
bel adjusting to the language 
barrier, Cindy told of a pecul¬ 
iar incident. “I was in a 
coffee house, and two English 
ladles sat across the table jab¬ 
bering away,” she said. “It 
was about fifteen minutes before 
I realized they were speaking 
English!” She stated that she 
found no severeproblems in ad¬ 
justing to the situtations and 
that she had a most profitable 
of profitable years.
